Our Reverend Brother thinks ſine monitore can 
in no propriety of ſpeech be underſtood of a 
ferm; and why? becauſe a form muſt be a perſon. 
And was not that other perſon who compoled 
the form a perſon, think we? and his wonitor 
who prayeth by his form ? nay are, thete not 
mute as well'as vocal monitors May not the bell 
which calls us to a publick aſſembly, be called 
our monitor, becauſe it is no perſon? Is it ſo un- 
uſual a figure to give the name of the office of 4 
perſon to the thing that doth that work as effetu- 
ally? for his peculiar ſenſe of that Text, l lee no 
need of it, but leave it to critickt. Beſides, the 
words are not cu pettore, but de pectore; the 
words of the Chrittians prayers flowed from 
the heart, conceived there. 

He takes notice of no more brought on our 
ſide within the firſt 300 years. But I ſhall mind 
him of another, and that à ſhrewd one, the 
Reader ſhall find it in Socrates Schalaſtiew, 
Hiſtor. l. 5 cap. 21. in theſe words, —Kebiax

As to 
matter, it is unqueſtionable falſe, It is true,Soct «- 
tes lived in the fifth Cemury; but he relates the 
Hiſtory of the Cemwries before him as well as 
his dwn 3 what need we any further witnels 
for near 300 years after Chriſt ? Let us now 
hear what our Reverend Brother hath to ſay in 
proof of his aſſer tion. 

He produceth in the ſecond Century, aaa 
and Fuſtine Martyr; but what lay they ? one 
of them ſpeaks of Minor; torr, the other of 
zx nb, that is, Common - prayer. But muſt 
the Miniſter himfelf needs uſe a preſcribed form, 
becauſe his Prayer is Comiton to the people? I 
wonder how a Miniſter can in a Congregation 
make any other prayers than Jef neat, 
(ommort prayers. Surely the term of Commort- 
prayer is roo much an Angliciſms to be exprefſed, 
eſpecially in Greek in that manner. 

In the bird Cenrury our Reverend Brother 
produceth Origen and Cyprian. What ſay they?

All know what a ſtir was 300 years after 
Chriſt to get Chriſt agreed equal wth his Father 
in eſſence. This Liturgy, had it been, known 
then, had prevented all that; for He and his Fa- 
ther are every where called 4059144 T he Hymn 
calfed'2710dy1ov, which was not compoſcd till 
4co years after. Here are alſo prayers for Mo- 
naſteries, unknown for more than 320 years af- 
ter. In it there is a prayer that we might find 
grace with confeſſion; a name, and a prayer not 
known long after. -There is in it mention made 
of Temples and Altars, (which Chriſtians had 
none of for 300 years) of offering, incenſe. for. 
remiſſion of ſins, &c. not like St. Janes his Do- 
ctrine. There are in it prayers for the dead, to 
the Virgin Mary, which James never made; and 
the Doxology, Glory be to the Father, &c. and 
the Hymn, Glory to God in the higheſt, &c. are 
in it too, brought into uſe in the Church-Litur- 
gies many hundreds of years aſter St. James his 
time. Vet we muſt believe that theſe Liturgies 
were of early uſe, and theſe were but-additi- 
ons ſince; though dhe : be woven into the 
beſt part, Quod volumus facile credimus. The 
Reader may read much more in the incompa- 
rably learned Lord of Morney's hook de Miſſa, 
I. 1. cap. 2. from whence what we have here

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ſaid is taken. Nor do I ſee how it can be avoir 
ded but if Peter, Mark and James were the 
Authors of theſe pretended Liturgies, th 
muſt be of equal authority with the Scriptures, 
as that Noble Lord ſaith. And being things of 
no better reputation than they are, though 
our Reverend Brother hath ſaid little for them, 
yet he hath ſaid a great deal too much for a per- 
ſon of ſo valuable a judgment, and learning, and 
ſobriety, to ſpeak.

This is all that he faith of them. That Aw- 
broſe, Baſil, Chryſoſtome, and others, might ſer 
themſelves in order for reading the Scriptures, 
and compoſe prayers for their perſonal uſe, may 
be true for ought any body can tell. Divers Di- 
vines that we have known have done the like. 
That divers Miniſters might out of a reverence 
to theſe perſons, and diſtruſting their own gifts, 
uſe the forms which they had made,may be true 
too. We have ſeen Mr. Shutes, Dr. Holdſworths, 
and many others forms of prayer which they 
ordinarily uſed before their Sermons. And pol- 
fibly ſome out of reſpect to them may have 
made uſe of them; whether they did what they 
ought, is the queſtion, That the Liturgies now 
extant, and that go under their name, as they 
now are to be feen, were none of theirs,is out of 
queſtion.

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"Liturgiat has omnes falſi poſtulo, ſuith the. 
moſt Jearned Lord of 2 7 . 22 
Nor was he a perſon uſed to ſpeak rathly; He 
chargeth them all for counterfeits, and ſuffici- 
ently proves it. He ſheys that in thoſe Litur-, 
gies there were prayers for the dead, prayers to 
the Virgin Mary. There is the Hymn called 
210d yew, not known in the Church till more 
than an hundred years after their time, In 
Chryſoſtome's,the Prieſt is brought in worſhip- 
ping the Crucifix and the Virgin Mary, (all 
know the worſhipping Images came in long af- 
ter), Chryſoſtome and many other Saints are, 
invoked in his Liturgy, who lived many years 
after Chryſoſtome was dead, There is in it a 
prayer for the Emperor Alexis, and the Qecu- 
menical Biſhop Pope Nicholas, who both lived 
700 years after Chryſoftome was dead. lt is true, 
the Papiſts adoring theſe Liturgies, we make uſe 
of them againſt them to prove that the Sacra- 
ment was uſed to be given in both kinds, and 
that there were no private Maſſes ; but theſe 
pretended Liturgies were moſt certainly made 
many hundreds of years after their times who 
are made the Authors. If they were not, the 
Papiſts have more to ſay for their Hoh water, 
their Paganiſh' Incenſings, and Max- candles 
burning at noon day, their (roſſings and Cruci- 
fixes, their Invocation of the Virgin Mary and 
Saints, than Proteſtants ever thought they had.

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But our Author will allow them to have un- 
dergone divers alterations. We thank him for 
that 3 but how ſhall it appear to us that they 
were not intire new compoſitions made a thou- 
ſand years after Chriſt, that by them the Paps 
might juſtifie their Maſi- book, their " 
and Ceremonies? Or how ſhall it appear that 
any Miniſters in Chryſoſtome's, Ambroſes, ot 
Baſil's Dioceſſes, wexe required by them to per- 
form their Miniſterial acts in prayer? We chal- 
lenge any one to make that good. And the ma- 
king of forms, of the particular uſe of them by 
thoſe that made them, or the voluntary uſe of 
them by other Miniſters who diſtruſted their 


own abilities, or the requiring of the uſe of 


them in a time of general corruption of the 
Miniſters, will not prove the lawfulneſs of the 
uſe of them by all Miniſters under no ſuch cit- 
cumſtances, 

* Beſides, the Canon of the Council of Mela, 


limiting theis Miniſters to ſuch prayers as 
ſhould firſt be approved in ſome Synod, is a 


ſtrong preſumption, that they knew of no Li-

To which Charles the Great compelled" all 
Miniſters by threatnings and puniſhments; and 
this is the firſt authority we have for any thing 
of this nature: From whence we obſerve, That 
the "firſt impoſmg of a Common-Prayer Book 
was in favour to Pope e Adrien, and began with 
a perſecution. 

Nor after this was it glibly ſwallowed; for 
Mr: Fox amongſt the Proteſtants, and Durandus 
amongſt the Papiſts, tell us a pleafant tory of 
one Eugenius complaining to Pope Adrian at 
the impoſing of Gregory's Cotmmon- Prayer

From the year 500, to the year 600, we ſhall 
et find a ſtranger face of the Church ; the Do» 
Reines of Freewill, Tuitification by works, Pray- 
ers to the dead, Satisfattions for ſin, Pur 
tory, &c. were in this age preached. In 
age came in the Dedications and Conſecrations 
of Churches; the (on/ecration of Wells for Ba 
tiſm, the Oyl and Chryſm ; the Confſecr ations of 
Altars, Cups, Corporals ;, the Maſs, offerings for | 
the dead; the ſeven Letanies, Rogations 1 the 
ſeven Canonical hours; In rt, aſmoſt the 
whole fardel of the Popiſh Superſtitions. 
It is no great charge to any. conſcientious 
man, to ſay he differs in ſome things from the 
Ruling part of the Church 5 or 600 years af- 
ter Chriſt; and that he judgeth it both inexpe- 
dient and anlewfal for him to do what they did 
in 40 particulars. We muſt now take our 
leave of the Romiſh Synagouge, from . whole 
practices at this time, all Proteſtants in the world 
differ in a multitude of things, both as to Do- 
Erine, Worſhip and Diſcipline ; we muſt go ſeek 
for the true Church the next 1020 years in the 
Valleys of Piedmont, in France, in the Provinces 
of wedec, Provence and Dauphiny, amongſt 
the Albipenſes, the poor people of Lions, and the 
Waldenſs z indeed moſtly in the Valleys of Pied.

cipline for a'thouſand years, which is double the 
time that the Church kept any degrees of Pu- 
rity after Chriſt. We will freely grant, that 
after the year 600, the Maſs-book was (Cano 
nirally) impoſed by Pope Gregory, an within 
200 years more by Charles the Great; and ex- 
cept in the Valleys of Piedmont, and in. Bohemia, 
the Prieſts generally both uſed that, and after 
1209, made their Maker, worſhippech Achages, 
prayed for the Dead: and prayed to Saints, ſaid 
their Service in Latin. But I hope it is no pre- 
judice to any Proteſtant, that he owns no rela- 
tion to the Church that did ſo for a, thouſand 
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together, and doth ſo ſtill. And now our 
Rk Brother” ſees what his concurrent 
teſtimony of the Church in all ages comes to, 
till the year 1520, ox thereabouts ; for ten of 
thoſe. fifteen ages we hope our Reverend Brother 
agreeth with them no better. than we; and if 
he will leave Rome, and follow the, Woman into 
the Wilderneſs, where God hid her for 1260 
days, he will find 'no Liturgy ſhe carried with 
her, or commanded all her Miniſters there to uſe.

inability they Are hindred from the uſe of t. 

We ſay allo, that here i A Nation or Church 
there is à multitude of Miniſters needful, "fo 
that it cangot be expected that a ſufficient num - 
ber ſhould he found fo competently qualified as 
they ſhould be; it is reaſonable there ſhould 
be forms made, which Miniſters may uſe, or not 
uſe, according as they find their abilities. 
J But 
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But we ſay it appeareth to us avlawfal for 
thoſe to uſe them, to whom God hath given 
ſuch an ability, for the reaſons before menti- 
oned. Now let us ſee how much in this we in 
judgment differ from any Reformed Churches. 

The firſt Reformed Churches were in Ger- 
many and Switzerland; whether thoſe to whom 
Zuinglius was the head, or the Lutherans, were 
the firft, is hard toſay : They by de abo- 
liſhed the Maſs :- they would have done it at 
frſt if they could. But alas! their people were 
newly come our of Popery, and they muſt drive 
the pace they would go. 

Let dur Author, it he can, ſhew us that any 
of the Churches adhering to Zainglins (whole 
Reformation was the pureſt) had any ſuch form 
of. Prayers, as no Miniſters might vary from, or 
was enjoyned to vſe under a penalty. The Li. 
ber Rituals he ſpeaks of in Bohemia, and the 
Agents in the Palatinat?, he will find to be no 
mote than à general Direfory and Order, no 
preſcription of words and pbhreſti. Let any one

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ing much in the Popeſb Ai ſſal, but leaving in too 
— to the great offence of his Brethren, as 
may be learned from another place of Scaltetus. 
I know not but they might impoſe (for Luther, 
(though a great man) yet was too much of a 
Dictatur, and for every one to conform to his 
humors); but yet I no- where have read that he 
did command his Ai ſſal to be read by all Mini- 
ſters that adhered to him. And for what he did 
as to his compoſition of a Aſiſſal, it was rather 
judged to croſs Caroloſtadius, and others, and 
uphold his notion of the Corporal preſence of 
Chriſt, than for any other reaſon. Next to this 
was the Reformation of Geneva and England. 
For Geneve, what Mr. Calvin's judgment was, 
I cannot tell (I have not his Epiſtles by me to 
examine Mr. F*s Quotation); but however he 
was but one man, though a great one, it ſhould 
ſeem by the ſettlement there; if it were his 
judgment when he wrote to the Protector, it is 
like it was altered, or his Colleagues were of ano- 
ther mind, or he only approved it for a time, in 
regard of the State of the Church, being newly 
crept out of Poptry ;, for in the French Liturgy 
there is no tying up Miniſters to the w/e of their 
forms, though indeed they propoſe: and com- 
mend ſome forms; it faith — The Miniſter ſhall 
make ſuch prayers as ſeem good to him, fitting for 
the time and matter he is in his Sermon to treat of. 
In another place The form is according to the 
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;ſeretiowof the Miniſter. —ln a third place; 
22 ſome like it. In a b e aj: 4 
prayeth after this manner. What their practice 
is, 4 cannot tell. 

The work of our Reformation was flow, fo 
as Scotland got the ſtart of us, though we ſet 
out firſt. Dioclavins tells us, Alt. Damaſe. 
p. 613. 

We have indeed in our Church Agenda, 
© and an Order to be obſerved in our publick 
Devotion, but none is tyed either to the Pray- 
vers or Exhortations in our Liturgy ; they are 
© propoſed for Examples, &c.-. In all the 13 
© years (ſaith he) that I exerciſed the Miniſtry 
© in that Church, I never, neither at Sacrament, 
©nor in other parts of my Religious Serivce, uſed 
either the Prayers or Exhortations in our 
© book, nor did many more; every one was at 
liberty; and it ſeems child-like to me to do 
other wiſe. | 

In England we uſed onother method, \more 
conformable to the Saxon Reformation, than 
to that of Switzerland, Strasburgh, France or 
Scetland, or what was afterwards in Holand. 

Our Countrey was wholly Popsſb, our Priefts 
zealous for them; our common people ſo igno- 
rant, that their Prieſts might have perſwaded 
them, that it was their duty to eat Hay with 
an Horſez not an Englsſb Bible to be found in 
the Nation, until the middle of King Hen 8.

the 6. though his whole Reign was but ſeven 
years z, then came Queen Afery, and deſtroyed 
all; and the zealous Proteſtants went out of the 
Nation, fixing ſome.at Frankfort, ſome at Ba. 
fil, &c. At Frankfort the Miniſters that firſt 
fixed there, uſed no preſcribed forms in their 
publick worſhip, till at length Dr. Car came 
amongſt them with the Common- Prayer book, 
made in Edw. 6. time, which made that woful 
ſtir, of which we have an account in the book 
called, the Troubles of Frankfort. In ſhort, 
Dr. Cox got the Magiſtrate on his ſide, and 
forced the reſt away to Geneva, and other places. 
When Queen Elizabeth came to the Throne, all 
know how great a man Dr. Cox proved. By 
his means, and ſome of his ſtamp, the Common 
Prgyer-book was again reviſed, and publiſhed ; 
all Miniſters enjoyned to uſe it: but what a 
diſſent was from it, both all her Reign, and at-

have told them the words and ſyllables they 
muſt put up their prayers to God in. When, 
on the other ſide, theſe conteſts about this thing 
have carried ſome few into great extremes on 
both fides. Some an one ſide thinksng that there 
ib no true Prayer, but by the Liturgy, at which 
they are very devout; but ſtudying to ſhew 
all manner of flight and irreverence at other 
prayers ( believing. them no true worſhip of 
God), no whole-faced Son of the Church muſt 
ule any prayer in his family; no Lady or Gentle+ 
woman any other prayer in her Clolet, but this 
(ommoen-prayer. It was a great objection a- 
gainſt a perſon of great Honour and Piety, 
appearing for Knight of the Shire in his Coun- 
ty, though he conſtantly attended publick 
prayers, and received the Sacrament as conſtant- 
ly,” that be uſed fanatick Preyers in bis fawily, 
that is; bis Cheplasn there prayed net Ow 
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lick forms at all times. This madneſs (not to 
fay profaneneſs) by the way is't6 us a fy t 
argument againſt our uſe of any ſet ee 
in our Devotion; we ought not to nurſe up peo- 
ple in theſe moſt erroneous cunreptions, to fpea 
no worſe of them. If people will adore bumany 
conſtitutions at this rate, they muſt be to us 
Nebufbtan, On the other fide, this madneſs. 
hath run ſome to that exceſs, that they will al- 
low no forms to be lawful of any uſe, in any time, 
for any perſons; their children muſt not learn 
the Lords Prayer, nor a for of ¶ urechiſe; none 
muſt hear a form, & c. But the number of theſe 
is very ſmall, and their judgment is as invalua- 
ble: Forms of prayer are lawful, uſeful many a 
man learns to pray by a form, as Scholars 
arn to write by their Maſters firſt guidance 
of them, and holding their hand: They are 
uſeful and lawful for Devotion, for perſons that 
have not an ability, yea for "Miniſters in that 
caſe. The people always pray by the form of 
him that miniſtreth. The Miniſter doth wel, 
if be can do no better; he conducts the people 
that they may in faith ſay, Auen ; he guides 
himſelf, But if he have àn ability otherwiſe 
to do, we cannot think he doth his duty; and 
we are ſure every Miniſter ſhould have an abi 
lity from himſelf both to pray and preach. 
How hard it is to keep out of extremes ! 1 
challenge any to ſhew me how our judgment —
